IVAN YERMASHOV, Soviet com 
mentafor, wrote the other day 
in the Red Star, organ of the Rus­ 
sian army, that a decisive blow 
through France by the western 
allies would bring about swift de­ 
feat of Germany and a quick end 
to the war. 
Our Brig. Gen. Curtis E. Lemay, 
commander of the United States 
heavy bomber division in England, 
says that German war industry 
will be so smashed by spring as 
the result of the Allied bombing 
that the Nazis won't be able to 
fight effectively any longer on 
land or sea or in the air. Of course, 
spring isn't at hand, but it isn’t 
so far off, at that 
Well, the answer to all this is 
that Germany’s immedite fate is 
balanced so delicately that a great 
stroke of adversity might bring 
sudden collapse. 
As Gen. Sir Bernard Montgomery 
says in a message to his army, 
"lf ever anything is certain in this 
life it is now clear that we shall 
win this war.” 
When that stage of dead cer­ 
tainty is reached in a conflict, then 
anything nan happen. It might be 
a military disaster mr It might be 
tim sudden cracking of morale on 
the home front, such as Germany 
experienced in the last war. 
THERE’S no harm In hoping hard 
thai there will be such a col 
lapse, and we’re not crasy to think 
about it. However, it would be crim 
Ina] for us to fool ourselves into 
believing that our wishes are ac 
tualities—that Germany is bound 
to collapse in the near future. 
What right have we, for in 
stanoe, to assume that the morale 
of the German army migbt crack? 
It has been magnificent, so far as 
bas been reported. 
The great and protracted Nazi 
retreat to the Dnieper without a 
collapse was one of the outstand­ 
ing achievements of the war, be­ 
cause a retreat is one of the most 
difficult of military operations. 
That called for fool-proof morale 
on the part of the Hitlerite troops. 
We have said the war is in that 
stage where anything can happen. 
That cats two ways. One of the 
things might be the development 
of unexpected resistance on the 
part of the Nazis. 
There’s no reason to believe that 
anything will occur to give Hitler 
a chance to win the war, but he 
migbt get a break which would en­ 
able him to stand off defeat for a 
considerable period.

Advice And Consent 
*T*HE American people are generally aware, ae 
* 
they should be, that congress Is trying to 
keep Presdient Roosevelt from monopolising the 
initiative In the creation and conduct of foreign 
policy. 
There Is competition between the executive 
and the legislative brdnch, and there ie still fur­ 
ther competition 
between the two legislative 
branches, with the house of representatives try­ 
ing to a sse rt itself on a subject which the senate 
always ha* held to be Its own peculiar preroga­ 
tive. 
Foreign policy discussion and the spate of 
post-war resolution* now getting so much Et­ 
ten Son signify that there ie a ferm ent working 
inside the United States ae well ae a ferm ent 
working inside the world. 
As Sumner W elles pointed out a few days ago 
in his first speech for many years as a private 
citizen, instead of ae a spokesman for the state 
departm ent, foreign policy does not spring from 
the hearts end minds of the people, hut m ust be 
form ulated by end within governm ent for the 
people's approval or rejection. 
It is particularly im portant th at the circum­ 
locutory post-war resolutions under discussion, 
Including, th* Connelly resolution which ie sup­ 
posed to represent the 'best thought of the sen­ 
ate foreign reletions committee, seem to be 
serving this purpose. There Is no evident dispo­ 
sition OB th# p art of the public to accept any of 
them, except es starting points for debate. 
W hereas th# thing politicians ere looking for 
Is a rfsolutlon that will seem to say everything, 
whil# actually saying nothing, the thing the 
people want ta a resolution w ith meaning, lf 
they cannot have a resolution they can under­ 
stand, they will have no confidence In resolu­ 
tion*, which Is beginning to look Uke the prob­ 
able outcom e of the agitation the subject is being 
given ti this particular time. 
The people w ant their governm ent to do w hat­ 
ever is necessary and w hatever seem s practical 
to keep them from being taken to w ar again In 
their lifetim es. They don't know w het that may 
prove to he, hut In view of the fact they have 
been taken to war twice in the space of one gen­ 
eration they feel confident that anything a t all 
would offer, them som ewhat more security than 
they have had—which ie som ething for senators 
to remember. 
Raymond Clapper suggests that some senators 
may be more interested in limiting the efforts 
of the United States to secure peace than in de­ 
veloping them ; that senate vote* may be con­ 
sulted in the future to show the chief executive 
whet he was instructed not to do, Instead of 
what he w al instructed to do. There is this dan­ 
ger th at th# eeaate, exercising ita constitutional 
function of advising and consenting, may concen­ 
trate on its power to restrict and neglect Us 
ppw er.to instruct.

Alaska, Puerto Rico, Hawaii, Philippines May Be 


Granted Statehood During Coming Post-War Era 


Q L D GLORY may have as many 
as 51 stars after the war, rep­ 
resenting the 48 existing states, 
with Alaska, Hawaii and possibly 
Puerto Rico added. 
Independence 
also is in sight for tho Philippines. 
At the moment, the consensus in 
W ashington Is that A laska and 
Hawaii 
eventually 
will 
become 
states, hut th at Puerto Rico and 
the Philippines m erely will get 
their independence. 
There are a 
lot of hurdles to be cleared In both 
cases. 
The arm y and navy would be 
vitally concerned in any change 
of status in Hawaii, Alaska and 
Puerto Rich because of the vital 
m ilitary 
bases 
there. 
However, the Hawaiian legisla­ 
ture has adopted unanimously a 
resolution for statehood. 
Bills for 
Hawaiian statehood have been in 
troduced in congress. 
Some debaters argue that a ter­ 
ritory like Alaska Is not ready 
for statehood because its people 
are so separated they have not 
reached the right level of polit! 
oal consciousness. 
O ther opponents say the addition­ 
al taxes requored to turn the wheels 
of a state governm ent would put 
Alaskans into bankruptcy. 
As to Hawaii, there is concern 
about granting voting powers to a 
territory more than a third of 
whose residents are of Japanese 
descent. 
On the other hand, a large pro­ 
portion are United States cltiiens. 
It is argued, further, that Hawaii's 
population is changing due to In­ 
creasing im migration of w hite de­ 
fense w orkers and service people 
from the mainland.

A.—Little water droplets are formed around 
minute nuclei, and lf they get large enough they 
fall to earth, under the influence of gravity, as 
rain. Meteorologists are not sure why rain fall* 
from some clouds and not from others, but they 
are certain, however, that droplets cannot form 
by condensation In perfectly clean, pure air. 
Every 
fog particle, every cloud droplet, 
and 
every raindrop must start with a nucleus of 
foreign m aterial, the tem perature of which is 
below the dew point. These nuclei are mostly 
the molecules of certain gaseous impurities, such 
as sulphur dioxide, the oxides of nitrogen and 
particles of salt, which are present only In th# 
air near the ocean. 8moke and dust are likewise 
som etimes effective.

In 
dismissing 
the 
indictm ent 
against all the defendants, Federal 
Judge E. Marvin Underwood said 
the Supreme Court had held for 
75 years that the business of in­ 
surance was not commerce and 
hence the companies were not sub­ 
ject to the Sherman act.

congress to exempt insurance com­ 
panies from the federal anti-trust 
legislation and to leave their regu­ 
lation to the states.

The greatest call is for high 
powered beer, in excess of 3.2 per­ 
cent alcohol.

Records of sale by barrels show 
that Ohio brew eries sold 2,506,539 
barrels of both 3.2 and high-pow­ 
ered beer within the state to Sept 
I of this year.

Tips On How 
To Keep Well

Hypertension probably Is com­ 
monest of human ailments affect­ 
ing adults. 
“ ffVPERTENSION** is the name 
i i of probably the commonest of 
human ailments affecting adults, 
ranking in children with measles 
and teething. 
The most eminent 
American experimental investiga­ 
tor of hyperteneion, Dr. Irvine H. 
Page, of Indianapolis, has writ­ 
ten a little book with that title as 
a manual to?* patients. 
In simple language the patient 
la told what high blood pressure 
is, what eau be done to relieve it 
and how the patient can live com­ 
fortably. 
I used the Illustration of teeth­ 
ing for infants deliberately a few 
lines ago because high blood pres­ 
sure is more a normal process of 
bodily life than a disease. 
Mailed Questionnaires 
A few years ago I sent out ques­ 
tionnaires to about 500 of my doc­ 
tor friends all over the country. I 
asked them to pot down the blood 
pressures of the next BO patients 
over the age of 60 they examined, 
Irrespective of what was the mat­ 
ter with tbem. 
I also wrote life 
insurance companies. 
My results when I added them 
ap showed that 55 percent of the 
population over BO had blood pres­ 
sure that would be considered ab­ 
normally high. 
(The life insur­ 
ance statistics do not show such 
high figure because when a fel­ 
low know* he has high blood pres­ 
sure he avoids the life insurance 
companies.’) 
So it looks as if the people who 


really ought to be treated are the 
ones 
with 
low 
blood 
pressure. 
They are the abnormal ones. 
High blood pressure is not so 
bard to understand. 
Your heart 
bas to maintain a certain pressure 
to 
keep 
the 
blood 
circulating. 
When your arteries get smaller 
and less elastic, the pressure has 
to rise to keep the circulation go­ 
ing. 
That, in simple words, is the 
mechanism although I am leaving 
out the cases due to some poison, 
such as eclampsia, and the inter­ 
esting experiments of Dr. Page on 
the production of spasm in arteries 
due to kidney toxins. 
In general Dr. Page discusses 
the following methods of treat­ 
ment of the condition: 
First, is general management of 
life. Rest, bank the fires, do not 
try to do as much as you did Im 
those days when the world was 
young. Easier to say than to fol­ 
low is such advice, so I will leave 
you to read that chapter for your­ 
self. 
Never exercise to the point of 
fatigue. 
Sleep when you can, not accord­ 
ing to the clock. 
Diet la not given much attention 


by Dr. Page. He does not prohibit 
either red meat or salt. 
Three 
rousing cheers. 
Coffee, alcohol and tobacco—in 
moderation, all right. 
Drug treatment. Potassium thi- 
ocyanate treatment. 
Dr. Page is 
convinced that it is a useful rem­ 
edy. First, it reduces the pressure. 
Second, it is a sovereign remedy 
for the headaches some patients 
have.
